November than in any prior month of the current fiscal 
year, and many of them equal or exceed the imports in 
corresponding periods of earlier years. Of coal tar colors 
ind dyes, for example, the month’s figures are double the 
normal average, being $1,081,000 in value, compared with 
$520,000 in November, 1913, and showing a marked recov 
ery from the low-record figure of $233,000 worth imported 
in September. Alizarin and alizarin dyes, imports of which 
were greatly depressed in August, September, and October, 
made a remarkable gain in November, the total being 
$414,642, as against $31,751 in November, 1913, and a 
monthly average of $145,000 in the calender year 1913. 

Gums of all kinds except shellac show increased imports 
during the month of November. Camphor imports 
amounted to 573,000 pounds, against 313,000 in November 
of last year; chicle, used in the manufacture of chewing 
gum, 435,000 pounds, against 223,000 pounds, and gambier 
or terra japonica, largely used in the leather tanning in- 
dustry, 1,326,000 pounds, against 519,000 pounds in Novem- 
ber a year earlier. 


Vanilla beans, vegetable and mineral wax, cyanide of 


potash, quinine, and cinchona bark also show marked in- 
creases in November when compared with November of 
the preceding year. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF OF JAPAN. 


A supplement to the customs tariff of Japan, which, with 
the earlier supplement (Tariff Series No. 28A), brings up 
to date Tariff Series No. 28, published in 1912, has just 
been issued by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com 
merce, of the Department of Commerce, as Tariff Series 
No. 28B. The supplement contains all the changes made 
in the import tariff and drawback law of Japan since July, 
1913. Such changes consist mainly in additions to the 
drawback schedule, for the purpose of promoting the ex- 
port trade of Japan, and in slight modifications in the 
schedule of import duties, in order to provide for the clas 
sification of certain products formerly dutiable under more

PATENT BILLS IN CONGRESS. 

Representative Oldfield has introduced H. R. 19,642, to 
extend temporarily the time for filing applications for let- 
ters patent and registration in the Patent office. The bill, 
which is in the House Committee on Patents, is as fol- 
lows 

Be it enacted, etc., that whenever an applicant for letters 
patent or for the registration of a trade-mark or label is 
unable on account of the existing state of war to file an 
application or pay any official fee within the period now 
limited by law, then the Commissioner of Patents will, 
upon petition, accept such application or fee within an ad- 
ditional period of nine months. This act shall be deemed 
effective from the first day of August, 1914. 

Section 2. That all letters patent and registrations to 
which the preceding section applies shall have the sgme 
force and effect as if the applications and fees had been 
filed in accordance with the existing laws 

Section 3. That Section 1 of this act shall remain in 
force until the first day of January, 1917.

PREVIOUS TRADE OF BELLIGERENTS IN 
VOLATILE AND ESSENTIAL OILS.

\ bulletin dealing with the trade of the United Kingdom 
Germany and Austria-Hungary in volatile and essential 
oils has just been issued by the Commercial Intelligence: 
Branch of the British Board of Trade. 

lhe following figures show for a recent year the value 
of volatile and essential oils exported trom Germany 
\ustria-Ilungary and the United Kingdom, respectively, 
o all destinations: From Germany (1912), £482,500; from 
\ustria-Hungary (1913), £78270; from United Kingdom 

1913), £111,500. A considerable amount of trade in these 
oils is carried on between the three countries Vhus, Ger 
many in 1912 exported volatile and essential oils to the 
value of £52,050 to Austria-Hungary and £51,400 to the 
United Kingdom. Similarly, Austro-Hungarian exports to 
Germany and the United Kingdom were valued at £50,170 
and £3,120, respectively, in 1913, while the value of the 
exports from the United Kingdom to Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary in the same year amounted to £20,800 and 
£1,800, respectively The figures also include the value of 
the trade of each of these countries with certain less 
important countries, amounting in the case of Germany 
to £12,300 and in the case of Austria-Hungary and the 
United Kingdom to £30 and £2,300, respectively 

i.xcluding the trade referred to, it appears that the value 
of the exports to thirty-eight of the principal Colonial and 
neutral markets only, considered as a whole, reached the 
following amounts: From Germany (1912), £366,750; from 
\ustria-Hungary (1913), £24,950; from United Kingdom 
(1913), £86,600. 

The combined value of the German and Austro-Hun 
garian exports to the markets specified was about five 
times that of the exports from the United Kingdom. Only 
in the cases of Canada, Australia and New Zealand do the 
exports from the United Kingdom exceed those from 
Germany In all the other markets German or Austro 
Hungarian exports are predominant, competition from the 
United Kingdom being greatest in France, Belgium, 
Switzerland, British India and Japan 

The countries formerly supplied by Germany and Aus 
tria-Hungary which appear to offer the greatest scope for 
exploitation by United Kingdom manufacturers of essen 
tial and volatile oils are Russia, United States, France, 
Japan, Italy, South American countries, Mexico and Cuba, 
Scandinavia, British India and Spain. In 1913 British 
trade was quite unrepresented in British West Africa, 
Portugal, Greece, Bulgaria, Servia, Egypt, Dutch East 
Indies, Philippines, Venezuela, Peru, Mexico and Cuba 

To sum up, it appears that the magnitude of the trade 
mn volatile and essential oils in the United Kingdom and 
the principal Colonial and neutral markets which might 
be diverted to British manufacturers at the expense of 
their German and Austro-Hungarian rivals is as follows: 
(a) In the United Kingdom market: German trade (1912), 
£51,400; Austro-Hungarian trade (1913), £3,120: total, 
£54,520. (b) In Colonial and neutral markets: German 
trade (1912), £366.7°9; Austro-Hungarian trade (1913), 
£24,950; total, £391,700. 
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WAR REVENUE LAW REGULATIONS 


\dditional decisions relating to the enforcement of the 
War Revenue Law have been issued by W. H. Osborn, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 


Those of especial 
interest to our readers since our December number are 
as follows: 


Stamping Display Containers—Decision 2,082. 


“The provision of the regulations authorizing the stamp 
ing of display cards to which small articles are affixed in 
lieu of stamping each separate article is extended to cover 
other display containers in which small articles are cus- 
tomarily displayed for sale and retained in the container 
until disposed of. 

“Several different lines of samples have been exhibited to 
this office to which it is impracticable, because of minute 
size, construction, or material, to affix even the smaller 
caution label provided in the regulations for free samples. 
In such cases the full caution notice provided in the regula- 
tions should be prominently affixed to the box in which 
such samples are packed and from which they are dis 
tributed to the public. The regulations are modified ac 
cordingly.” 


Witch Hazel—Decision 2,086. 

“Referring to your visit of recent date, you are informed 
that extract of witch-hazel removed from the factory and 
sold to barbers, barbers’ supply houses, or others, to be 
used or labeled as a toilet water, must be duly tax paid 
aud have the stamps affixed to the containers, regardless of 
the size of same. Where, however, extract of witch-hazel 
is removed from the factory in bulk for shipment or sale 
to druggists and portions will be sold for medicinal pur- 
poses and portions sold as toilet water, the same need not 
be tax paid and stamped by the manufacturer. In such 
case the person thus receiving the goods and drawing same 
off and labeling them for sale must tax pay and affix the 
stamps to the smaller containers into which drawn of such 
portion as is sold as toilet water. In case of such removal 
of bulk goods from the factory for shipment to druggists 
there should be affixed to the bulk package a label read 
ing as follows: 

“*These goods are removed from the factory in an un- 
finished condition and need to be drawn off into smaller 
bottles, labeled in the name of the person thus drawing off, 
wrapped and otherwise put in a salable condition. Notice 
is hereby given to the person thus drawing same off, label 
ing, packing, and placing them in a salable condition, that 
the tax must be paid on such portion as is sold as toilet 
water or without medicinal claims, and the necessary stamps 
be affixed to the bottles or other containers into which 
same are drawn. The portion sold for medicinal pur 
poses need not be tax paid and stamped.’ 

“The label should be dated and signed by the manu 
facturer 

It may be stated that witch-hazel commonly used for 
medicinal purposes and sold under appropriate labels 1s 
not held to be taxable under Schedule B of the act of 
Congress approved October 22, 1914. When removed or 
sold as a toilet water in its ordinary condition or colored 
and .perfumed it is held to be taxable under said act 
Witch-hazel removed from the factory for purely medicinal 
purposes is not taxable.” 


Soaps as Cosmetics—Decision 2,094. 

“Mr has personally visited this office and sub 
mitted samples of soaps manufactured by you to determine 
which are subject to tax under Schedule B of the act 
of Congress approved October 22, 1914 

‘It is held that your Woodbury’s facial soap and benzoin 
and almond lotion soap are justly taxable under said act. 

‘Tt may be stated for your information that such soaps 
as Packer’s tar, Resinol, Palmer’s skin success, Cuticura, 
palmolive, Pear’s glycerine, Nyals face cream soap and 
other high-grade soaps in the same class for which claims 





are made as cosmetics, skin and hair improvers and 
beautifiers, may be regarded as good examples of soaps 
taxable under the statute Where claims are made by 
manufacturers of ordinary toilet and laundry soaps as to 
the cosmetic and beautifying effects of their soaps on 
the skin, hair, etc., the tax must be paid, or the labels and 
advertising be so modified as to justify placing them in the 
category with ordinary toilet or laundry soaps. 

“Such medicated soaps as ichthyol, carbolic, iodoform, 
sulphur, etc., are exempt, provided the medication is actual 
and bona fide and no claims are made for same as cos- 
metics and beautifiers of the skin or hair, or both. 

“Ordinary laundry soaps, simple soap shampoos, liquid 
and solid, and tincture of green soap are exempt, provided, 
as above stated, no claims are made for same as cosmetics 
or beautifiers of the skin and hair.” 


Tooth and Mouth Washes—Decision 2,095. 

“Tooth washes are specifically taxed by the act in ques- 
tion, and mouth washes are held by the regulations to be 
included as taxable. This includes such antiseptic and 
antacid preparations as are commonly sold by the retailer 
under labels as tooth and mouth washes, dentifrices, 
prophylaxis, etc. The following are regarded as good ex 
amples:  Listerine, Vernas, Prophytol, Glycothymoline, 
Wampole’s Formolid, Wampole’s Formolid Magnesia, 
Borolyptal, Pyrodenta, Thycalol, Odol, A. D. S. Antiseptic, 
Borine, Zongiva, Camphenal, Pasturine, Euthymol, Phenol 
Sodique, etc 

“It is recognized that some of these preparations have 
double uses and are commonly used by physicians, dentists, 
and others for other purposes than washing the teeth and 
mouth. In such cases only those portions put up under 
appropriate labels and sold as tooth and mouth washes are 
held to be taxable. Those portions which are sold under 
appropriate labels for strictly medicinal uses, other than 
tooth or mouth washes, are not held to be taxable under 
said act.” 


Hair Oils, Pomades, Etc.—Decision 2,096. 


In instructions to collectors of internal revenue on the 
subject of the taxability of hair oils, pomades, hair dress- 
ings, hair restoratives, hair dyes or similar substances, 
Commissioner Osborn submits a list of articles as samples 
of those subject to tax but adds that there is a chance that 
some preparations may be found included in this list which 
hitherto had been held to be non-taxable preparations. If 
those interested desire to know why this change has been 
made from the opinions and suggestions previously issued 
by the commissioner’s office he says that they may learn 
of the reasons in each case by writing to him 

The commissioner says that in the class of taxable hair 
preparations are included tonics, stains, bleaches, improvers, 
beautifiers, depilatories, brilliantines for hair and_ beard, 
under whatever name sold or known, whether liquids or 
solids, and regardless of shape. Under this head, he says, 
are included soaps which are advertised and sold as hair 
restorers, improvers or beautifiers 

The following list is submitted by the commissioner as 
giving good examples of such taxable hair cosmetics 

Danderine, a grower: Seven Sutherland Sisters Cor 
poration, a hair beautifier; Herpicide, a dressing; Kutico, 
a tonic and dressing; Hair Vigor, Ayer’s make: Hall's 
Hair Renewer; Corollas Hair Tonic, a grower; Hirsutus, 
a grower (Baker’s); Haye’s Hair Health, dressing and 
invigorant; Wyeth’s Sage and Sulphur, a color or dye; 
Lvon’s Kathairon, a renewer and grower; Parisian Sage, 
a dressing; Walnutta, hair stain; Damchinsky’s Hair Dye; 
Mrs. Potter’s Walnut Hair Stain; Tricopherous (Barry's), 
a restorer; Eau de Quinine, a dressing and tonic; Vaselin 
Hair Tonic, an oil or dressing; Palmolive Shampoo, arrests 
falling hair; Westphal’s Auxiliator, a dressing; Coke 
Dandruff Cure and Hair Tonic and Dressing; Colgate’s 
Quinol, a tonic and grower; Bandoline, a hair dressing;

Arabian Egg Shampoo, a beautifier and grower; Canthrox, 
beautifier; Burnett’s Cocaine, a dressing; Mansfield’s 
Capillaris, a dressing; Parker’s Hair Balsam, a dressing; 
Quinzoin, a hair tonic and grower; Sanitol, a grower and 
beautifier; Colgate’s Brilliantine, adds softness and gloss 
to hair and beard 

Under the classification of pomades, the commissioner 
gives the following: Ford’s Hair Pomade, Nelson’s Hair 
Dressing, Lanoline, Ruby Dressing, Pomade Dressing and 
Pomade Litholine 
_ Exemption is granted in favor of simple soap shampoos 
for which no claims are made as beautifiers, restorers, im 
provers, dressings, etc. Changing of labels and literature 
will not be permitted to exempt such articles as are now 
justly taxable manufactures of this class 

Ordinary shaving soaps, powders, pastes and creams aré¢ 
exempt, unless cosmetic virtues are claimed for them. 


Packer’s Tar Soap—Decision 2,099. 

“You are informed that a ruling of this office, dated 
November 19, 1914, holding Packer’s Tar Soap to be ex 
empt from tax under Schedule B of the act of Congress 
approved October 22, 1914, has been revoked in a ruling 
issued December 12, 1914, as the result of further investiga- 
tion of the general question of the taxability of medicinal 
or cosmetic soaps F 

“In view of the peculiar facts in this case, however, such 
soap as was removed from factory before December 16, 
1914, whether in manufacturer’s warehouse or in the hands 
of jobbers or retailers, need not be tax paid or stamped.” 


Tooth and Mouth Wash—Decision 2,104. 

‘T. D. 2095 requires tax payment and stamping of such 
portions of antiseptic and antacid preparations as are sold 
under appropriate labels as tooth and mouth washes and 
exempts those portions sold under appropriate labels for 
other purposes than tooth and mouth washes, thus recog- 
nizing the double use of same Many such preparations 
are sold in different sized bottles or containers and manu- 
facturers and others are hereby authorized to blot out or 
otherwise eradicate the words ‘tooth wash,’ ‘mouth wash,’ 
or ‘tooth and mouth wash,’ as the case may be, from the 
labels and other printed matter for those bottles or con 
tainers to be sold for other purposes, and thus exempt 
same from taxation 

“It may be stated that some such preparations may have 
been exempted on incomplete information supplied, and 
if such be a fact the attention of this office should be 
called to the matter 

“It will be understood that there are many others of 
these washes than the ones enumerated in T. D. 2095 and 
all are equally liable to taxation 

“These instructions apply to tooth or mouth washes and 
are not authority for changing labels on dentrifices and 
other taxable manufactures to avoid taxation 


Toilet Articles—Decision 2,108. 


“Regulations contained in T. D. 2063, in regard to manu 
factures taxed under Schedule B of the act of Congress 
approved October 22, 1914, are amplified and modified as 
follows 

“All petrolatum and vaseline and similar substances used 
in the arts and trades, such as the manufacture of 
lubricants, inks, transparent envelope windows, shoe polish, 
waterproofing, etc., may be removed from the factory or 
refinery without payment of tax or affixing the stamps to 
the containers. All finished or refined petrolatum and 
vaseline or similar substances removed from the factory 
and sold to consumers in jars, bottles, or cans, including 
white, blue label, perfumed, etc., or for sale at retail for 
toilet purposes, must be tax paid. The tax must be paid 
in all cases by the manufacturer or refiner, except as 
hereinafter provided 

“All manufactures of any character subject to the tax 
under Schedule B, such as petrolatum, bay rum, toilet 
waters, chewing gum, talcum powder, etc., removed from 
the factory in any quantity, in a finished condition—that is, 
bottled or otherwise packed for the consumer—or for sale 
at retail, must be tax paid by the manufacturer and have 
the necessary stamps affixed to the container. Manufac- 
tures which are shipped in bulk by the manufacturer in an 
unfinished condition—that is, those which require to be 


repacked, labeled, and otherwise put in salable conditio 
by others, but which are otherwise in condition for ultimate 
consumption, and sold under their own or other names 

may be removed from the factory or customhouse without 
payment of the tax or having the stamps affixed to the 
container. In case of manufactures which are used onl 
for toilet purposes, the following label or caution notic« 
must be affixed to the container: 

“*These goods are removed in an unfinished condition 
and need to be drawn off into smaller containers, labeled 
wrapped, and otherwise put in a salable condition at retail. 
Notice is hereby given to the person thus drawing same off, 
labelling, packing, and placing them in a salable condition 
at retail, that the tax must be paid by the person thus 
putting same in salable condition at retail, and the neces- 
sary stamps to be affixed to the bottles or other containers 
into which same are drawn.’ 

“The following label should be used on bulk containers 
of petrolatum, vaseline, and other products which have 
double uses: 

“*These goods are removed in an unfinished condition 
and need to be drawn off into smaller bottles or con 
tainers, labeled and wrapped, and otherwise put in a salable 
condition. Notice is hereby given to the person thus 
drawing same off, labeling, packing, and placing them in 
a salable condition at retail that the tax must be paid on 
such portion as is sold for toilet purposes, and the neces 
sary stamps be affixed to the bottles or other containers 
into which same are drawn. The portion sold for use in 
the arts and trades need not be tax paid and stamped.’ 

“These labels must be dated and signed. 

“Wholesale dealers, jobbers, and importers selling un- 
finished products must affix the appropriate previously 
described caution notice or label In this case they need 
not pay the tax and affix the stamps. Wholesalers, job- 
bers, importers, or others who put goods in a salable 
condition for consumers, or for sale at retail, will be re- 
garded as manufacturers thereof and be required to pay 
the tax and affix the necessary stamps. Retail dealers may 
sell from stamped containers for immediate delivery over 
the counter without stamping the smaller containers. Re 
tail dealers who fill bottles or small containers from stamped 
packages for future delivery must stamp the bottles or 
containers thus filled. Retail dealers are required to tax 
pay and stamp all taxable goods which were in the hands 
of wholesale dealers, importers, and retail dealers on De- 
cember 1, 1914, when such articles are sold at retail. 

“The purpose of this regulation is to avoid double tax 
ation and to permit shipment of bulk packages by manu- 
facturers, wholesalers, jobbers, importers, and others with 
out tax payment and stamping until the goods are put in 
salable condition in suitable containers for sale at retail 
It must be distinctly understood, however, that this is not 
authority for shipment of finished products packed ready 
for sale at retail by manufacturers and others without tax 
payment.” 

A form is prescribed for manufacturer’s declaration at 
the end of each month of manufactures removed during the 
month. 


Ruling on Breath Perfumes. 

The Internal Revenue Department has ruled, that only 
such confections as are offered for sale as Breath Per 
fumes, shall be subject to War Tax. The Internal Revenue 
Officials hold that anything which is sold as candy or con- 
fectionery is not considered to be within the meaning ot 
the law, notwithstanding the fact that such candy may be 
known as or even labeled as Aromatic Cachous. They 
hold that the cachous and breath perfumes referred to in 
the law are what are generally regarded as breath per 
fumes as distinguished from confectionery and such as 
would be handed out to a purchaser in response to a r¢ 
quest for “A Breath Perfume.” 

In other words, confections which contain flavors which 
may or do impart odor to the breath, but which are not 
offered for sale as Breath Perfumes and are flavored with 
various flavors for the purpose of simply imparting a 
varietv of flavor to the confections, are not subject to the 
War Tax. Among such goods which are not taxable ma 
be classed Mint and Wintergreen Lozenges, Musk Lozenges, 
Musk Pellets, Rose, Violet Cachou, etc., flavored con 
fections not offered for sale as Breath Perfumes 
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Scattered through the literature of the essential oils are 
frequent descriptions of blue fractions obtained in the dis- 


tillation of various oils, the most intensely colored sections 
distilling between the temperatures 275° and 300°, or 
higher. A few oils, such as those of chamomile, worm 
wood and cubebs are notable for their blue or green color 
before fractionation.* 

In a few instances where intensely colored fractions 
have been obtained, the investigators have thought them- 
selves in the possession of a pure substance. In most 
cases, however, they have recognized that the color is due 
to the presence of some colored substance other than the 
bodies making up the bulk of the oil, and the usually ac 
cepted view has been that this is an oxygenated substance 
related to the sesquiterpene alcohols. 

Semmler* has summarized the literature covering these 
oils, and remarks that there are two views possible in re- 
gard to the blue fractions: either the greater part is color- 
less, and appears colored owing to the presence of a small 
amount of an intensely blue substance, or the section boil- 
ing between 275° and 300°, are actually composed prin- 
cipally of a blue compound. That the latter is not the 
case, however, is evident from a survey of the literature, 
since the only purification method resorted to is a frac 
tionation out of oils which contain large amounts of 
sesquiterpenes and sesquiterpene alcohols, with boiling points 
also ranging from 250° to 300° 
importance can be assigned to the various analysis of the 


For the same reason no 


blue fractions. 

Blue products have also been obtained in the laboratory 
by various reactions, usually from oils composed princi 
pally of sesquiterpenes and sesquiterpene alcohols. In 
such cases there seems always to have taken place a de- 
hydration and subsequent oxidation of a sesquiterpene al- 
cohol, or a direct oxidation of a sesquiterpene. For ex- 
ample, Wallach and Tuttle,” by the action of phosphoric 
anhydride, or zinc chloride on guaiol, the alcohol of 
guaiac-wood oil, obtained a blue sesquiterpene. They con- 
sidered the color to be due to the presence of a small 
amount of an oxidation product. On the other hand, 
Gadamer and Amenomija’ obtained a guaiene without blue 
color, by dehydrating guaiol with potassium acid sulfate 

An interesting observation was made by Hentschel and 
Wislicenus’ who found, on rectifying the products of the 
dry distillation of calcium adipate, that the fraction boil- 
ing between 135° and 145° at 30 mm., had a blue color re- 
sembling that of Roman chamomile. 

Semmler and Jakubowicz*® obtained blue oils by heating 
the gurjunene sesquiterpenes in autoclaves filled with air 
or oxygen. 

\s far as the writer knows, no connection has as yet

ON THE BLUE HYDROCARBON OCCURRING IN SOME ES- 
SENTIAL OILS

been assumed between the blue oils, and the striking color 
reactions which have frequently been observed when oils 
consisting largely of sesquiterpenes or sesquiterpene alco- 
hols are treated in dilute solutions with mineral acids. An 
experiment seems, however, to indicate that such a con 
nection may exist. If oil of gurjun balsam is dissolved 
in acetic anhydride, and a small amount of sulfuric acid 
added, the mixture becomes intensely blue, and on dilut- 
ing with water and distilling the oil in a current of steam, 
a deep blue distillate is obtained. 

Very many oils containing sesquiterpenes and related 
compounds, give strong color reactions when dissolved in 
acetic anhydride containing a trace of sulfuric acid. Of 
the oils examined in this laboratory, those of gurjun amy- 
ris and guaiac-wood give strong blue or violet colors un- 
der these conditions; santal and cedar-wood, none. This 
test may be used to advantage to detect adulterants in 
some oils, such as santal. 

As to the nature of this blue constituent, nothing what- 
ever has so far been definitely ascertained, for the reason 
that, as already indicated, it has not been isolated in a 
state of even approximate purity. A remarkable fact is 
that a substance with such intense color should possess a 
comparatively low boiling point, indicating a simple mole- 
cule. Semmler® suggests the possibility of a bimolecular 
structure, closely related to the sesquiterpenes, which on 
distillation dissociates, and on condensing, again forms a 
bimolecular compound, with a group similar to that in 
indigo: >C:C As a rule, however, the assumption 
has been made that the blue substance is an oxygenated 
compound of alcoholic nature. 

The following work describes the isolation of this body 
in a state of purity, as shown by the analysis and reactions. 
As a pure substance, its remarkable properties become 
even more striking than before. The analysis shows it to 
be a highly unsaturated hydrocarbon, but the peculiar 
grouping of atoms to which it owes its unique properties 
is more difficult to speculate upon than ever. 

The property which was utilized to isolate the substance, 
und which has heretofore not been noted, is its solubility 
in mineral acids of certain strengths. The method of 
preparation was as follows: 

Fifty grams of a very blue fraction, freshly steam-dis- 
tilled, were shaken with 10 g. of 63% sulfuric acid, and 
the mixture allowed to settle over night. The acid layer 
was then drawn off, diluted with water, and extracted with 
petroleum benzine until no more blue color was taken up. 
The benzine solution, dark blue in color, was then shaken 
out with 85% phosphoric acid until no longer blue, the 
dark red acid solution drawn off, diluted with water, and 
extracted with ether. The residue from the evaporation 
of the ether amounted to 0.141 g., or 0.28%. This, re- 
dissolved in 50 g. of a pale yellow oil, gave a mixture 
with about the same tint as the original, showing that 
there was no appreciable loss in the preparation

The compound is, then, a hydrocarbon, having most 
probably the formula C,;H,,, and for it the writer would 
preserve the name “azulene,” proposed in 1863 by Piesse,”” 
one of the earliest investigators, for the blue fraction 
which he obtained from oil of worm-wood 

The specific gravity at 25° is 0.9738, when freshly steam 
distilled. Exposed to light and air, it is gradually converted 
into a brown resin. Distilled at atmospheric pressure, the 
boiling point rises from 295° to 300°, leaving a tarry resi 
due, soluble in ether with a brown color At about 25 mm. 
azulene distils from 185° to 195°, leaving a brown residue 
of about 5%. Since the product had been previously dis- 
tilled with steam, this shows that it cannot be distilled 
without change under these conditions, When evaporated 
on the water-bath in an open dish, a brown resin, amount 
ing to 10%, or more, remains 


Azulene is readily soluble in most organic solvents. In 


95% alcohol it is miscible in all proportions; in more di 
lute alcohol the solubility is much less, but even 50% al- 
cohol takes up enough to be tinted, a decided blue.

When heated with two parts of 94% acid 
for fifteen hours on the water-bath, a dark brown solution 
results, which, on diluting with water, again yields the 
blue oil. Strong formic acid dissolves it with a green 
color, but in acetic acid the color remains unchanged, as 
in the neutral solvents, On mixing dry ether solutions 
of azulene and hydrochloric acid, no change in color was 
observed 

Nitric acid in acetic acid solution produces yellow 


amorphous substances, not further examined 

The oxidation of azulene with permanganate has so far 
yielded only lower fatty acids 

It is not attacked by sodium in hot alcohol, nor does 
heating with strong alkali affect the color 

By the action of acetic anhydride and sulfuric acid, a 
substance was obtained, evidently a sulfonic derivative, 
which was soluble in water. On adding sodium carbonate 


in excess a sodium salt separated out, which was recrys-

tallized from hot water. The water solution of the salt is 
colored violet, and changes to a light green on acidifying. 
If then shaken with ether, the latter becomes violet, and 
this color is again taken out by shaking with alkali. 

The sodium salt, on heating, gives off blue fumes which 
condense to a blue oil; at the same time sulfur dioxide is 
liberated 

On standing three months in a corked bottle, a prepara- 
tion of the sodium salt had decomposed into a mixture of 
oil and resin 

The water solution gives blue precipitates with barium 
and calcium solutions, and is decolorized by bromine 
water. 

It appears established that azulene is closely related to 
the sesquiterpenes. From no other class of compounds 
have hydrocarbons been obtained which show such in- 
tense color. Colored hydrocarbons which have so far 
been prepared, are characterized by complex structure or 
a dense arrangement of the atoms, the intensity of the 
color ircreasing with the size of the molecule; for ex-

SHAVING POWDER 

Shaving powder differs from the soaps just described 
in being pulverized, usually adding up to 5 per cent. starch 
to prevent caking Any of the above soaps, dried bone 
dry, with or without the addition of tallow base make a 


satisfactory powder for shaving. 


SHAVING CREAM 

Shaving cream is now a very popular shaving medium 
due to the rapidity and convenience with which one can 
shave by the use of this product Formerly shaving 
cream was made from the liquid oils like olive oil and a 
soft fat like lard, together with cocoanut oil. Now, how- 
ever, most of the popular shaving creams are made from 
stearic acid and cocoanut oil, as a far superior product is 
obtained by the use of these substances. By using these a 
more satisfactory cream is obtained, and it is far more 
cenvenient to make. The lather also produced therefrom 
is more suitable for shaving, being thick, creamy and re- 
maining moist 

\ few typical formulae for shaving creams of this type

lo make a shaving cream by Formula I or II, the cocoa 
nut oil and glycerine are first put into a suitable mixing 
apparatus or crutcher, and heated to 120° | \ part o1 
all the potash lye is then added and the cocoanut oil 
saponified. The rest of the potash lye and the water are 
then added, and with the mixer running the stearic acid, 
previously melted in a lead-lined or enameled vessel, is 
then poured in in a stream and the mass stirred until 
smooth, care being exercised not to aerate it too much. 
The cream is then tested for alkalinity, the best method 
being by that described under shaving soap, in which 
the sample is dissolved in alcohol. Because of the large 
quantity of water present, phenolphthalein is unsatisfac- 
tory, as dissociation of the soap may show a pink indica- 
tion in spite of the fact the mass is on the acid side. For 
a quick method of testing the bite on the tongue is a 
satisfactory criterion. If a cooled sample bites the tongue 
more stearic acid is added until there is an excess of this. 
When the proper neutralization has taken place the cream 
is perfumed and framed in a special frame, or it may be 
allowed to cool in the mixer and perfumed the next day 
When cool the cream is strained, or put through an oint- 
ment mill, after which it is ready to fill into tubes. 

The procedure for the first part of Formula ITI is the 
same as that just given. The second part of the formula 
is made the same as a vanishing cream for toilet purposes 
lo make this, first melt the stearic acid as already directed 
Dissolve the sodium carbonate and borax in water and 
when dissolved add the glycerine and stir. Then heat 
this solution to about 100°-120° F. and while stirring in 
a suitable mixing machine into which this solution has 
heen poured after being heated, or better still in which 
it has been heated by dry steam, add the stearic acid 
Continue mixing until smooth and then allow to cool, or 
run into frames to cool. 

When the shaving cream and vanishing cream are both 
cool, they are mixed in the proportion of one of the 
former to two of the latter. It is claimed that in thus 
making a shaving cream a smoother product is ob 
tained, although it may be said that the vanishing cream 
is merely a soft soap and the ultimate result is the same 
as though the various ingredients were added in one 
cperation, rather than making two separate products and 
then mixing them, thereby considerably increasing the cost 
oy manufacture.

Curious Property of Vanilla Essence. 

Dr. Leggett, in the British Medical Journal, refers to 
the skin irritation caused by Primula obconica and Rhus 
toxicodendron, and calls attention to the fact that vanilla 
essence May, in certam individuals, cause equally trouble- 
some symptoms. Dr. Leggett recounts the experiences of 
a patient who, liking the smell of vanilla, added about half 
an ounce of the essence to about five ounces of his usual 
hair-lotion, which contained quinine, spirit of lavender, 
and rectified spirit \bout twenty-four hours after its 
application intense itching of the scalp occurred, which 
gradually extended over the forehead, behind the ears, 
and down the neck. The patient carried out a control ex- 
periment on the front of the forearm, as he found it diffi- 
cult to believe that vanilla could irritate the skin to such 
an extent. Twenty-four hours afterwards the same in- 
tolerable itching occurred on the forearm, with an erup- 
tion which seems to have been of a close papular nature, 
with no reddening of the skin. This, like the eruption on 
the face and scalp, soon faded away, only to return every 
five or six hours. Dr. Leggett prescribed a lotion of 
iodide of mercury and alcohol, which gave relief, the itch- 
ing disappearing in two or three days. Dr. Leggett draws 
attention to three points of interest, viz.: 

(1) The long time (fourteen days )the symptoms lasted, 
in spite of washing with hot water and soap. 

(2) The intervals of freedom from irritation—about six 
hours—when it is remembered that it was not due to 
micro-organisms. 

(3) The fact that the vanilla essence could be taken 
by the mouth, without disastrous results to the mucous 
membranes, when the skin was so susceptible.

Connecticut. 


Twentieth report of the Connecticut Dairy and Food 
Commissioner for the two years ended September 30, 1914, 
is at hand. The report is issued by Frank H. Stadtmueller, 
who, on May 1, 1914, succeeded Hubert F. Potter as com- 
missioner. Thomas Holt now is deputy commissioner 
Che report discloses that one adulterated olive oil case was 
prosecuted and that there were twenty-one prosecutions 
for violations of the net weight law. There were no flavor- 
ing extract cases.

These rules, where possible, conform to the Fed- 
eral Food and Drugs Act and notations are made for con- 
venience in making comparisons.

Iowa Loses Dr. Chittick. 


Dr. J. R. Chittick, State chemist and State sealer of 
weights and measures of Iowa, has resigned to go with the 
Jaques Manufacturing Co., of Chicago, as chief chemist 
for that company. His resignation takes effect December 
31, 1914 

Maine. 


Official Inspections 63, issued by Director Charles D. 
Woods, of the Maine Agricultural Station, at Orono, just 
received, deals entirely with ice cream cases 


New York—Saccharine Test. 


The rights of saccharine in food products are to have a 
notable legal test in this city on March 5, when Judges Rus- 
sell, Collins and Morse will sit in Special Sessions on a 
case selected out of the list of about thirty presented by 
the New York City Health Department against grocers 
and others, in all of which pleas of not guilty have been 
entered and all are understood to hang on this one test. 

The State contends that saccharine should be absolutely 
prohibited, in accordance with a health board regulation 
adopted about eighteen months ago. The defendants claim 
that saccharine has been proven harmless by the Federal 
Referee Board, which board went so far as to notify the 


Federal authorities that the prohibition should be entirely 
removed from products containing saccharine. 

In the case in court soda water containing a mixture of 
sugar and saccharine in equal proportions, and labelled 
properly to show the presence of saccharine, was seized in 
this city under the health rules. The authorities do not 
rest on the alleged harmfulness of saccharine alone, but 
on the claim that it has no food value, and, therefore, dis- 
places sugar, which has food value. The manufacturers 
claim that neither sugar nor saccharine was used for food 
value, but purely for sweetening, and that if any food 
value was displaced it was only 1/7 of an ounce of sugar 


per bottle. 
North Dakota. 


We are authorized to deny the report that Professor 
Ix. F. Ladd is to retire as North Dakota Food Commis 
sioner. In connection with the presidency of the State 
University he merely will have some added duties. 

Commissioner Ladd’s Bulletin for December is devoted 
chiefly to sanitary inspections of cities, but it contains a 
prohibition against the use of soap bark and saponin by 
manufacturers of soft drinks. The North Dakota law 
provides a fine of $50 to $500 for violations. A sample of 
“imitation lemon flavor” was declared illegal 


Ohio Net Weight Law. 


Supreme Court in Ohio on a test case has decided that 
the State’s law requiring everything to be sold by weight 
is unconstitutional. The test was made on a grocer’s sale 
of eggs. The issue is far broader than the State of Ohio, 
and the decision is consequently attracting much attention 
as challenging the net weight laws of virtually every State 
and perhaps the Federal law. It is contended that while 
a “true weight” law would hold, any law which would 
prevent a buyer and seller from trading on the basis of 
gross weight, if they prefer, is clearly illegal. Weight and 
measure officials and food commissioners are fond of hold- 
ing the opposite view and this decision is in some measure 
a setback to them 


Pennsylvania. 


ood Commissioner James Foust, of Pennsylvania, is a 
champion of uniform food laws—State and national. But 
the basis of uniformity he suggests does not promise as 
large a degree of national fundamentals to please some of 
the interests committed to uniform food laws. 

“Uniformity is certainly an end toward which both the 
nation and the States should labor,” says Mr. Foust in a 
recent State bulletin. “Possibly it may come some day 
But uniformity is not desirable if to secure it Pennsyl 
vania must lower her standard and permit some things her 
lawmakers believe to be harmful to the consuming public.” 


South Dakota. 


Commissioner Guy G. Frary’s October Bulletin contains 
an article on labelling non-alcoholic beverages and on the 
use of artificial flavorings in carbonated and other non 
alcoholic drinks. The unlawful use of marked bottles also 
receives attention. The laboratory report shows that seven 
samples of vanilla extract or vanillin were passed. A sam- 
ple 6f vanilla flavoring powder was declared adulterated 
and misbranded 


Ice Is Food in Texas. 


Down in Texas, where ice is ice and the festive julep 
continues to be a solace and necessity, the State Food 
Commissioner has ruled that ice is also a food, the Attor 
ney General concurring... The question originated in the 
controversy concerning the right of the food inspectors 
to examine and regulate ice houses and plants.

TREASURY DECISION. 


Oil of Sweet Almonds Protest Decided. 

No. 37,052 The firm of Rockhill & Vietor, New York, 
was overruled by the Board of United States General Ap 
praisers in their contention that oil of sweet almonds 
(imitation), oil of petitgrain and oil of peach kernels 
should have been entered free of duty under paragraph 
639, tariff act of 1909. The collector assessed duty at the 
rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem under Paragraph 3 


Peach Kernel Oil Protest Sustained. 

No. 37,082.—In a decision of the General Appraisers, 
George Lueders & Co. won their contention that peach 
kernel oil should have been properly assessed at the rate 
of 15 per cent. ad valorem under the provisions of Para- 
graph 45, act of 1913. It was returned by the collector as 
sweet almond oil and assessed with duty at the rate of 5 
cents per pound under the same paragraph. The claim of 
the importers was sustained by General Appraiser Mc- 
Clelland under the provision of Paragraph 45, which reads: 
“All other expressed oils and all combinations of the same 
not specially provided for in this section” 15 per cent. ad 
valorem. The decision was in harmony with a previous 
case where the oil was assessed at 15 per cent. ad valorem 


Peanut Oil Decision Is Adverse. 


Newman & Schwiers Co., New York, was overruled by 
the Board of United States General Appraisers in its claim 
for free entry on an importation of peanut oil. Duty was 
assessed at the rate of 6 cents a gallon under Paragraph 
45, of the tariff act of 1913. Free entry was claimed under 
Paragraph 561. According to the report of the chemist, 
the merchandise consists of peanut oil. The importers 
submitted the protest without any proof in support of their 
claim, and the protest was therefore overruled. 


Nut Oil Protest Is Overruled. 

No. 37083.—Nut -Oil—Protest of S. L. Jones & Co.,, San 
Francisco.

BRAZIL. 


PreservaTives.—The Brazilian Government has prohib- 
ited the use of preservatives of any kind in foodstuffs and 
heverages, except in the case of wine, which may contain 
bisulphites, sulphurous anhydride, or sulphurous acid, in 
quantities not exceeding 350 milligrams per liter. Certain 
aniline colors may be used in the manufacture of sweet- 
meats, liqueurs and cheese rind. 


BRITISH HONDURAS. 


Customs.—A report has been received from British Hon- 
duras announcing an increase of 100 per cent. of the regu- 
lar duties prescribed in various cases of so-called luxuries, 
among which are beer and certain alcoholic beverages. The 
rates on hitters, cordials, wines, liqueurs, aerated water, 
perfumery and confectionery are to be subject to various 
increases less than 100 per cent. generally. The object of 
these increases is to provide additional revenue during the 
continuance of the war in Europe 


CHINA. 


STANDARDIZING CHINESE O1Ls.—Frank Browne, head otf 
the Government Laboratory, Hong-Kong, announces an 
important developing in regard to the export of anise 
oil and cassia oils. The Chinese Government has requested 
the Government Laboratory to undertake the analysis and 
certification of all anise oil and cassia oil exported from 
Hong-Kong. This work has been begun, and from Feb 
ruary 1, 1915, every package of these oils exported will 
bear the government seal, while the government certificate 
of analysis will also accompany every parcel exported. 
In the case of anise oil, the congealing and melting points, 
percentage of anethol, the optical rotation, refractive index, 
specific gravity and solubility in 90 per cent. alcohol will 
be determined and certified; while in the case of oil of 
cassia the percentages of cinnamic aldehyde, resin and 
lead, the optical rotation, refractive index, specific gravity 
and solubility in 70 per cent. alcohol will be determined 
and certified 

Soap.—Consul C. L. L. Williams, at Nanking, writes: 
About $100,000 worth of soap was imported into the dis 
trict during 1913 Most of it is believed to be of British 
origin and is of two varieties, in cakes for ordinary house 
hold purposes and in bars for laundry purposes. While 
exact statistics are not obtainable, it would appear from 
the statements of dealers that the cake soap is more in 
demand than the bar. The two leading makes are vellow 
in color and unscented and of British manufacture. One 
kind comes 72 packages to a case, and is sold at $2.98 
per case. Each package contains a double cake (a single 
cake measuring 24%. by 3 by 7% inches and weighing 4 
ounces ) The other kind comes 70 packages to the case, 
and is sold at $2.56 per case. Each package contains a 
double cake (a single cake measuring 2%. by 3 by 1 inches 
and weighing 4 ounces). Two makes of bar soap are 
common. One comes 60 bars, 2% by 2% by 15 inches, to 
the case and sells at $8.24; the other comes 50 bars of 
the same size to the case and sells at $6.87. Soap is 
handled by importing agents in Shanghai, and it is im 
possible to obtain information in Nanking of the extent 
to which the war will affect the source of supply. 

EssentTiAL Or_s.—Consul General G. E. Anderson in a 
cable message reports a notable decrease in the shipments 
of cassia products and vegetable and essential oils 


ENGLAND. 


EssentTiAL O1rrs.—A Board of Trade circular in the

THE MARKET. 

With the completion of inventory taking, there has been 
considerable improvement in buying operations in all parts 
of the perfumery and flavoring extract supply market 
Stocks have generally been found to be light and have 
therefore needed replenishing, Following a further re 
cession in prices, due principally to keen competition 
among local importers and other holders, the Messina 
essences have recently recovered from the lowest levels 
reached within the month and are now being held at 
substantially the same figures as hitherto quoted. This 
latest upward movement from the low tide mark has been 
yrought about here, in sympathy with a stiffening of the 
primary markets in Sicily. 

Though one brand of peppermint oil, prepared in bottles 
has been marked down slightly under increasing com 
petition with the other brands, offered in tins, there has 
been no material shading of prices for this oil in bulk 
Ottar of rose shows further weakness but is not quotably 
changed yet. Some small concessions have been made in 
Bourbon geranium, lemongrass and linaloe oils, and fur 
ther noteworthy reductions have been effected in prices for 
neroli, citronella, lavender flower, thyme, wormwood, anise, 
cassia, natural sassafras, camphor and bay oils, as local 
holders have slashed prices in an effort to augment buying 
and to obtain as much of the available business as possible 

About the only noteworthy exception to the unabated 
downward trend of essential oils has been noted in syn 
thetic wintergreen oil, or methyl salicylate, which has been 
advanced slightly in recognition of a growing scarcity and 
the higher cost for pure phenol. 

Two other commodities, usually active in the suppl 
market, which have manifested revived strength and re 
corded moderate advances of late, are menthol and thymol 
\ diminution of offers of the former commodity fron 
Japan and an augmented buying movement have brought 
about a small uplift in prices for this article, while a grow 
ing scarcity of ajowan seed has inspired the uplift in the 
latter. Cumarin, however, has been offered off slightly 
under competition. 

BEANS. 

Curing operations in the 1914-1915 crop of Mexican 
vanilla beans continue seemingly at a standstill, because 
of the inability of the few curers remaining in the Papantla 
and Gutierrez Zamora districts to buy the green beans 
from the native planters, in the absence of the silver cur 
rency which these growers demand as ‘their “sine qua non.” 
No bona fide offers of new crop Mexican cuts have yet 
been made by operators in Mexico. Some offers of new 
crop Mexican cuts have been made of late by local im 
porting houses, but as these offers have been devoid of 
guaranties as to quality and time of delivery, they hav 
not received serious attention. A more active demand for 
the extract of late has stiffened the views of local opera 
tions slightly It is still possible to obtain off quality 
Mexican whole beans, whose keeping quality is not guar 
anteed, at prices slightly below those named in THe AMER 
iCAN PeRFUMER’S prices current, but the full figures quoted 
in this list are asked for all good quality beans. The same 
situation is noted in the local market for Mexican cuts. 

Bourbons continue in scanty supply here, despite the 
recent arrival of 129 cases from Havre, as this lot has 
entered into immediate consumption. The Paris market 
is likewise almost bare of old crop goods, in consequence 
of recent heavy buying by Swiss and Italian interests 
Only 400 cases of new crop beans have recently reached 
Marseilles and there have been no offers of these goods 
Local operators are still asking prq@iously-mentioned fig 
ures. 

Tahitis are still scarce here and on the Pacific Coast. 
as the only recent arrival of these beans in San Francisco 
lias been absorbed by consumers and supplies are lig 
in both centers. Local operators have lowered their prices 
slightly, however, under competition.

REPLACING GERMAN Goops.—In order to satisfy the de- 
mands of the many French inquirers who desire to replace 
German goods by their British equivalents, the British 
Chamber of Commerce, Paris, has decided to publish, in 
French, a trade index of British manufacturers, merchants 
and producers, which will be largely distributed among 
French firms. After careful consideration it has been 
found that this is the most practical method of responding 
to the demands for British goods in France. The index 
in question will be confined to firms of undoubted British 
nationality. The general meeting will be held on February 
12, when the election of six directors will take place. The 
board has examined the question of the position of British 
firms the estates of whose enemy debtors in France have 
been sequestrated, and it is suggested that in many in- 
stances a requéte to the Civil Tribunal may be desirable. 


FRANCE. 


s3aNKS.—A cablegram from the American consul general 
in Paris says: Five of the largest French banks—Comptoir 
National Descompte, Credit Lyonnais, Credit Industriel et 
Commercial, Societe Generale, Union Parisienne—announce 
that from January 1 they will make payments on accounts 
as before August 1, renouncing all moratorium benefits. 

Errect or War on Contracts.—M. Perrot has. studied, 
on behalf of the Paris Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
the question of the cancellation or modification of con 
tracts by the war. In his opinion it is wrong to suppose 
that war cancels existing contracts. It only constitutes 
force majeure when it causes some particular and special 
circumstance which interferes with the execution of the 
contract, and the burden of proof falls on the contractor. 
For instance, the buyer cannot refuse goods unless it is 
proved that the interruption of communications renders it 
absolutely impossible for him to receive them. A _ tem- 
porary delay of delivery does not cancel a contract: it 
simply defers its execution. The increase of price of goods 
is of little importance, so long as the advance does not 
render it impossible for the vendor to procure them. But 
where these questions of appreciation arise a court is 
hardly likely to insist on the execution of a contract which 
would entail heavy loss on one of the parties in con 
sequence of abnormal conditions, and will seek to reconcile 
the principles of iustice with the strict letter of the law. 
In the present war are some conditions which did not exist 
in 1870-71, notably the mobilization of the whole eligible 
adult male population. 


GERMANY. 


Soap MANUFACTURE.—The government prohibited the use 
of neutral fats for the manufacture of soft soap from 
January 1, 1915. In consequence the Society of Soap Man- 
ufacturers has drawn up a list of producers of fatty acids 
for the information of its members. 

The Kélnische Zeitung states that the English-owned 
original shares of the German Sunlight Seifenfabrik have 
passed into the possession of the Siiddeutsche Diskonto 
Gesellschaft A. G., of Mannheim, and that the concern has 
been converted into a German undertaking, under the name 
Neue Sunlight Gesellschaft von 1914 G. m. b. H., Mann- 
heim, with a capital of 4,000,000 marks. The business was 
established in 1899 by Lever Bros., Ltd. 


JAPAN. 


MeENTHOL.—Deputy Consul General Max D. Kirjassoff, 
Yokohama, reports: The yield per acre of dried pepper- 
mint leaves in Japan ranges from 243 to 375 pounds, vary- 
ing according to different localities and different years, 
but the average annual production for 1908 to 1912, in- 
clusive, was 321 pounds per acre. The following table

PHILIPPINES. 


Cocoanut OiLt.—John R. Arnold, at Manila, reports: A 
factor to be considered in accounting for the decrease in 
the exports of copra is that the product used in the local 
oil-extracting industry.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


TRADE Openincs.—Consul General George H. Murphy, 
Cape Town, says: Newspapers here publish a statement 
that a royal proclamation has been issued forbidding per- 
sons within British dominions to supply to or obtain from 
the German Empire any goods, wares, or merchandise. In 
view of such cutting off of this market from a former 
source of supply, there is presented, for the benefit of 
American exporters, a list of the chief imports heretofore 
obtained from Germany. Included in it are these items 
for 1913: Perfumery, $17,597; perfumed spirits, $36,255. 


URUGUAY. 


MARKET FoR QOLive O1L.—Consul Herman L, Spahr. 
Montevideo, reports: Owing to the gradual decline of im 
ports of olives and olive oil and a rise of 20 to 30 per cent 
in price since the war in Europe began, a good market is 
opening in Uruguay for these articles. Olives are grown 
locally, but not in quantities to supply the demand. Italian 
and Spanish oils are the favorites, but American oil might 
now find a good sale. Producers might send samples to 
this consulate, which will be shown to importers, If 
prices and conditions are satisfactory, orders will doubtless 
follow. Full information as to packing, prices, terms, 
commission, etc., should be given with the first letter. The 
following shows the imports of olive oil by countries in 
1910 (the latest statistics published) at the port of Monte- 
video: Argentina, $12,458; Brazil, $142; France, $57,647; 
Germany, $3,642; Italy, $319,870; Portugal, $2,676; Spain, 
$263,965; United Kingdom, $24—total, $660,424. In the 
same year 2,681,782 pounds of cottonseed oil was received 
from the United States, with a valuation of $163,770, out 
of a total of 3,694,127 pounds, Italy being the next largest 
exporter with 920,690 pounds. 


Burmese Lemongrass Oils. 

Further details are given in an article in the Perfumery 
and Essential Oil Record for January of the Burmese oils 
distilled from Cymbopogon species. The distillate exam- 
ined, which was of large bulk, had the following constants : 
specific gravity, 0.893; citral percentage, 74 per cent. The 
oil is soluble in 90-per cent. alcohol with slight opalescence 
although not clearly soluble in 70-per-cent. alcohol. The 
oil distilled from the so-called “Scented” species is evi- 
dently a distinct type, closely allied to Java citronella oil. 
The characters of two speciments were: specific gravity, 
0.896 and 0.893 per cent.; total acetylizable constituents 
(citronellal and geraniol), 101.5 and 91.5 per cent.
